1. BRITISH RAISED WITH SOME IRE AT BONN GROUP MEETING 
FEB 15 APPARENT LACK OF MOVEMENT ON REPLIES TO SUBJECT 
PROTESTS AND FORMALLY REQUESTED THAT OTHER EMBASSIES 
CONTACT THEIR BERLIN MISSIONS TO URGE PROGRESS (BOTH 
ITEMS WERE PASSED TO MISSIONS FOR PRODUCTION AGREED 
BERLIN DRAFT FOR SUBMISSION TO BONN GROUP). VARIOUS 
BONN GROUP REPS HAD DIFFERING UNDERSTANDING OF CAUSES OF 
DELAYS BUT, IN VIEW OF STRONG UK REQUEST, OTHER REPS 
AGREED TO FORMALLY CONTACT THEIR MISSIONS. 

2. COMMENT: WE ARE WELL AWARE THAT, AT LEAST FOR ONE 
OF THESE PROTESTS, A FUNDAMENTAL DIFFERENCE OF OPINION 
AMONG THE BERLIN MISSIONS IS THE CAUSE OF THE DELAY. 

A POSSIBLE WAY TO AVOID SUCH DELAYS IN THE FUTURE MAY 
BE FOR THE BERLIN MISSIONS, IF THEY ARE UNABLE TO AGREE 
WITHIN A REASONABLTIME, TO PASS THE ISSUE BACK TO BONN 
WITH DETAILED EXPLANATION OF VARIOUS POSITIONS. 
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
